Milan. Italy— <.T>— Hope for Ger- 


man-Polish reconciliation grew In 
Italian political circles today as 
fascists pondered implications of 
their new military and political al- 
liance with Germany. 


Informed fascists who expressed* 


this hope reasoned that Premier 
Mussolini would not have agreed to 
such an alliance as was announced 
yesterday if he had expected It to 
involve him in an eastern European 
conflict almost as soon as it was 
signed. The announcement yester- 
day at the end of the two days of 
talks between Count Galeazzo Ciano 
and Joachim von Ribbentrop, Itali- 
an and German and foreign minis- 
ters, said, "it was decided to estab- 
lish the relation of the two states 
of the axis definitely as well as , 
from the formal point of view in a 
political and military pact" 


The pact still was to be drafted in 
detail. 


The fascist hope for a German* 


Polish settlement was strengthened 
by belief Italy in recent days had 
exerted influence both in Berlin and 
Warsaw to promote a compromise. 


No Resort To Force?

Although the 
official Moscow version is that Litvinoff had asked 
to be retired because of ill health, at must be remem- 
bered that he has been ill before and has quietly 
taken leaves of absence for weeks at a time.

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SPAIN IN .ACTION 


So far the franco government ;n Spain 


seems to have held its head in respect to 
the treatment of the Loyalists. 


American correspondents thete have 


noted the singular disposition upon the 
part of the po\ ornmpnt to deal out jus- 
tice to the surrendered fairly. If this plan 
and system are carried out steadily it 
augurs more for the wellbeing of Spam 
than almost any other policy that could 
be adopted st this Ume. 


One of the American correspondents 


at Madrid has personally attended 60 of 
the trials of those accused of assassination 
during the civil war. 
In his articles to 


the New York Times this correspondent, 
Mr. Carney, has noted the particular at- 
tention by the prosecution to all those 
civilized ruJes that have grown up dur- 
ing the centuries in order to protect the 
accused. These principles of justice run 
all the way from furnishing competent 
counsel to public trials where only direct 
and competent proof is admitted. The fact 
that half those he saw tried were ac- 
quitted and that none was condemned to 
death speaks fax-orably of both care and 
mercy. 


According to the Franco government 


there were more than 100,000 separate as- 
sassinations upon the part of the Loyal- 
ists during the war,—that is, more than 


. that number of non-combatants, the older 


men, the younger children and the wom- 
en -were ruthlessly slain without trial and 
without cause excepting suspicion that 
they were not favorable to the Madrid 
government 


Franco would not, merely to secure 


peace, promise amnesty to the cutthroats 
responsible for this fiendishness. In mak- 
ing this decision he showed both charac- 
ter and intelligence. There should never 
be compromise with crime. And there 


. can be no compromise with crime on a 


large scale without, in fact, becoming a 
criminal oneself. 


Mr. Carney reports that the records 


that were opened to him revealed 17,000 
'cases already tried in which but 223 per- 
sons have been condemned to death. Gen- 
eral Franco keeps a finger upon this im- 
portant -work by ordering that no per- 
son shall be executed without his per- 
sonal approval. To date but 33 have been 
shot, and these, it is claimed, for the most 
atrocious and beastly crimes proven by 
stacks of evidence. In fact one of those 
executed, according to Mr. Carney, par- 
ticipated in the killing of 37 while anoth- 
er took part in the destruction of 27. One 
was called the Butcher of Carabanchel 
whose delightful specialty was decapita- 
ting hospital patients, while another was 
the assassin of the Bishop of Jaen. 


Irrespective of its politics or its poli- 


cies, its delation with Britain or with 
Italy, any government, Spanish or Rus- 
sian, that can maintain its dignity and 
keep its temper after the great blood let- 
ting of a civil war and insist upon dealing 
out justice slowly, carefully and method- 
ically, and only in response to proof, is 
civilized, and in these dark days', entitled 
to a salute from all those who appreciate 
that peace and justice can never be at- 
tained by thc wrongs of mob action.

•amounts, but did not meet the substantial 
installments on pay day. 


Those that did not make token pay- 


ments may still do so which sort of keeps 
their toe inside the door, and those who 
are not subject to the kindly opinion of 
the attorney-general should

flowers, 


make the tree a lovely sight. 


Some of the branches, you will 


notice, are bare except for de- 
pressed yellow blooms. These are 
the staminate flowers whose pol-1 
len fertilizes the rosy female ones.' 
Later the tamarack "roses" turn 
to woody cones which remain on 
the tree until the following winter 


Wood Is VaJnable 


Although 
tamaracks 
are 
still 


common in the state, years ago 
every syamp and every northern 
hillside was covered 
with these 


stately, pyramidal trees. 
In poor- 


ly-drained 
swamps 
they 
grew 


slowly, but so close together as to 
form an impenetrable jungle. In 
such places the crowns, because of 
close quarters, were forced to as- 
sume a narrow spire form, 
but 


out in the open the trees were 
more openly, and sometimes ir- 
regularly, formed. 


The wood of the tamarack, being 


strong and durable, has been put 
to many uses. Before steel was 
used in ship building, the large 
trees furnished ships and 
boats 


with durable timber. 
Telegraph 


poles, railroad ties and fence posts 
were other uses for this rot-resist- 
ing wood. The presence of tannin 
in the bark made the trees valu- 
able for curing hides. Years ago 
nany tamarack swamps were "de- 
barked" and the dead trees left to 
stand until a fire finished them 
off. 


Paper mills use the wood for 


>ulpwood and in the early days 
Indians used the 
tough 
stringy 


roots for sewing up their birch 
ark canoes. You will remember j 
in Longfellow's 
poem how Hia- 


watha begged the "larch tree" for 
ts fibrous roots. 
"My canoe to bind together. 
So to bind the ends together 
That the water may cot enter. 
That the water may not wet 
me." 


Resin of pine cones was rubbed 


over the sewed parts to make the 
boat water-proof. 


To the old-timers, mention of 


tamaracks won't be complete with- 
out saying something of tamarack 
gum. When we were children my 


schoolmates and I climbed many 
huge piles of tamarack logs piled 
near the ra-lroad tracks looking for 
tamarack gum. In those days too 
my father. 1'ke many other farmers 
of the neighborhood, 
often *pent 


the winter working in. a lumber 
camp and on h!s return home al. 
ways brought a red han'lkerchief 
full of the amber-colored gum. 


Move While Dormant 


Although the tree is picturcsqur 


at all seasons and all ages, it is not 
used as much for ornamental plant- 
in* as it could be. Many home o<vn- 
crs complain that it will not grow 
when transplanted but the reason 
for that may be the tree was moved 
at tho wrong son son. It should bo 
transplanted whilo dormant, that is. 
after the leaves have fallen in au- 
tumn or very early in spring. Cr 
even in winter if the ground is not 
frozen. 


In fall the needl"-; of the tama- 


rack turn yellow and then drop oft 
This yearly shedding of its leaves 
nave always provoked the question- 
"Is the tamarack an evergreen?" 
Because it is a concbearer and has 
needles similar to other evergreens 
it is generallv classified as one of 
the group. Whether it really de- 
serves thai name depends upon 
what you mean by an evergreen. 


Even books do not agree as to its 


classification. In looking through a 
number of books recently I found 
that some call the tamarack an 
evergreen which sheds its leaves 
each^fall and others call it a conifer 
which is not evergreen. The latter 
classification 
seems to me more 
nearly correct. 


See It in Blossom 


Besides 
its 
second name of 


'larch," this tree has still another 
name "hackmatack," given, it by 
eastern 
Indians 
because 
the 


tough coarse-grained wood often 
turned the edges of their hatchets. 
Occasionally whole forests of tam- 
arack are destroyed by its insect 
enemy, the larch sawfly. The year 
1910 saw a severe raid of this tree 
insect. 


If you are planning to see this 


tree during its blossoming time it 
would be a good idea to find out 
where it grows in your neighbor- 
hood. Almost any moist woodland 
has a few tamaracks growing in its 
boggiest sections, but an evergreen 
swamp is sure to have in it large 
numbers. Besides its beauty at this 
season, the tree is so common and 
its habitat so typical of much of 
the state that everyone should learn 
to know it

Air also has oxygen In It. but a 


fish's gills are not fitted to take 
oxygen from air. That is why 
all common kinds of fish die when 
they are brought out of water and 
are kept In the air for some min- 
utes. An exception is the lung-fith. 
This fish can curl up in a mud 
ball, with air holes in it, and get 
what oxygen it needs from the air 
during a long dry season. This is 
possible only because it bas a lung.

What happens to water when 


fish use up oxygen in it? The air 
gives the water more oxygen! This 
comes about as the air strikes the 
surface- of the water.

Oxygen is the breath of life to 


us. We have no gills to take it 
from water, but our lungs take at 
from the air. Going into the nose. 
it passes down the windpipe and 
into the lungs. 


The windpipe divides into two 
parts, and each part feeds air to 
a lung. The air tubes branch time 
and again inside the lungs, very 
much as a tree branches. At last 
they end in little "air sacs." 


The air sacs are close to tiny 


tubes which contain blood, a.nd the 
blood is able to take oxygen from 
the air sacs. On the average, an 
adult uses about 25 ounces of 
fresh oxygen each day. 


The air loses part, but not all, 


of its oxygen while It is in the 
lungs. Air which is breathed out is 
not so good for breathing again, 
but even 90 there stilt is oxygen 
in it. 


It has been figured that a man 


who is at rest breathes in from 
three to seven quarts of air in one 
minute. Only about one-fifth of 
the air is oxygen. When a person 
is exercising, he needs far more 
air — a man who is running or 
swimming may take in from 15 to 
30 quarts of air 
each minute- 


perhaps even more if working ex- 
tremely hard. 


As I said the other day, the 


nose — not the mouth — "is the 
organ fitted to take in air. In 
hard exercise, however, there arc 
times when it is well to use the 
mouth for an extra supply of air. 
If. we work our muscles overhard 
we need to add quickly to the air 
going into our lungs, 
and that 


helps save the heart from too 
much strain. Swimmers sometimes 
are advised to breathe through 
their mouth*. There isn't much 
durt over the water, so there Is 
not so much need to strain the 
air. 


In general, however, it 5s well
